Tension With Hungary 


“Because the United State*, as 
one of the nations ol the western 
hemisphere, is not Involved in the 
immediate controversies which 
have arisen In Europe, I trusi 
that you may be willing to make 
such a statement ol, policy to me 
as the head of a nation far re¬ 
moved from Europe In order that 
I, acting only with the responsi¬ 
bility and obligation of a friendly 
intermediary, may communicate 
such declaration to the other na 
tions now apprehensive as to the 
course which the policy of yout 
government may take." 

EARLY RELIEF 

Mr. Roosevelt said reciprocal 
assurances of peace "will bring 
to the world an Immediate ipcas 
ure of relief." 

If such asssurances are given 
the President said, he proposed 
that "two essential problems 
shall promptly be discussed in 
the resulting peaceful surround¬ 
ings, and In those discussions the 
government of the United States 
will gladly take part." 

"The discussions which I have 
in mind," Mr. Roosevelt &ld, “re¬ 
late to the most effective andNm- 
mediate manner through which 
the peoples of the world can ob¬ 
tain progressive relief from the 
crushing burden of armaments 
which Is each day bringing them 
more closely to the brink Of eco¬ 
nomic disaster. 

"Simultaneously the govern¬ 
ment of the United States would 
be prepared to take part in dis¬ 
cussions looking towards the 
most practical manner of open¬ 
ing up avenues of international 
trade to the end that every na¬ 
tion of the earth may be enabled 
to buy and sell on equal terms 
In the world market, as well as 
to possess assurance of obtain¬ 
ing the materials and products of 
peaceful economic life." 

The President said that com¬ 
plex world problems of today can¬ 
not be properly studied, except In 
an atmosphere of peace. 

AT BAR OF HISTORY 

Concluding his lengthy com¬ 
munication, Mr. Roosevelt wrote: 

"1 think you will not mlsunder 
stand the spirit of frankness In 
I which I send you this message,

1 for the state of humanity in the 
coming years. 

"They cannot fail to hear the 
prayers of their peoples lo be pro¬ 
tected from the forseeable chaos 
I of war.

BERLIN (API It was learned 
today President Roosevelt's mes¬ 
sages containing nonaggression 
proposals were transmitted di¬ 
rectly to Hitler and Mussolini. 
Neither the United States cm 
bassy here nor the government 
press department had received 
the message directly.' 


BUCHAREST (API — Rou 
mania today recalled from ser¬ 
vice several classes ol troops 
which for several weeks have 
been concentrated near the Hun¬ 
garian border. 

The withdrawal order was 
Issued by the war department 
Immediately after a conference 
between the Hungarian minister 
to Roumania. Laszlo Bardossy, 
and Premier Armand Calinescu. 

Bardossy gave Calinescu and 
Foreign Minister Grigore 
Cafencu the text of the Hun¬ 
garian foreign minister's assur¬ 
ance that the Roumanian border 
would be respected If the nations 
could come to terms on problems 
ol Hungarian minorities in Rou 
mania. 

(Foreign Minister Stephen 
Csaky Thursday said Hungary 
wished prompt negotiations. Rou¬ 
mania has an estimated 1,200.000 
Hungarians, most of them living 
in eastern Transylvania which 
Roumania obtained In the Great 
War.) 

There was no official Intima¬ 
tion as to how many troops were 
being withdrawn, but diplomatic 
observers estimated the number 
at 100,000. The gesture was re¬ 
garded as a highly significant 
Indication tension was relieved 
between the two countries.

Looking at Germany's condition from her 
world economic association in general, and 
analyzing the effect of events in the ancient 
Bavarian city of Munich last September, the 
president of the Royal Bank of Canada 
summed matters up this way in his annual 
address a fe w w ee ks ago: "Contrary to the 
impression current in -many quarters, Ger¬ 
many has made very little progress in the 
rehabilitation of her foreign trade. Official 
figures indicate that in no year under the 
present regime have exports exceeded one- 
half the values of the rear 1930, and data 
available indicate that,ln 1938 total exports 
were actually less than In 1932 and 1933, the 
-nadir-of-the-worid dep r essio n and the last 
two years prior to the Nazi regime. The de¬ 
cline in German exports has become acute 
since the September crisis and is, in part, 
attributed to the repugnance felt in many 
countries to more recent happenings. This 
decline has occurred notwithstanding the 
fact that production of goods for export has 
been given priority even over military needs, 
and subsidized at the expense of the internal 
economy and of foreign creditors through 
the li quidation a t a very heavy discount of 
standstill obligations."

cult to realize, listening to the 
varied and ambitious program 
set before us that it was the 
first concert given by this 
talented body of amateurs. True 
It could do with more polish, but 
that will come with time and ex¬ 
perience. The cellos were a little 
blurred at times, especially in 
that difficult solo in the Bee- 
thoven symphony. Having 
played It myself under that mag¬ 
nificent conductor, Sir Henry 
Wood, I know Just how tricky 
it is, and difficult to get abso¬ 
lutely clear. The tone of the 
violins was good, but there could 
be more of them. Roll up, you 
young violinists of Victoria and 
help to nuke this orchestra a 
going concern. In the tone poem, 
"Finlandia," the brasses and tym- 
pani got a little out ol hand and 
drowned out the violins. The 
woodwind was good, but they 
need more of them, and the violas 
were not strong enough. But 
take it, by and large, it was a 
great performance. 

I much prefer the arranging 
of the strings as used by English 
conductors. The first violins 
with their leader on the conduc¬ 
tor's left hand, the second violins, 
and they are Just as Important 
as the first, with their leader, on 
his right, the violas facing him. 
and the cellos and double basses 
at the back, with the brass, wood 
wind and tympanl In the back¬ 
ground. This a rr a nging, to my 
mind, makes for a better diffu¬ 
sion of sound, ana looks better 
from the audience than having 
all the violins lumped together 
at one side. Besides, the con¬ 
ductor has more control over his 
strings, arranged this way. Be¬ 
yond these little criticisms I 
have nothing but praise for a re¬ 
markable performance, and I 
hope the orchestra will go on 
from strength to strength, and 
give Victoria what it so much 
wants, a first-class symphony 
orchestra.

been observed by Italy more in the breach 
than in a normal acknowledgement of its stip¬ 
ulations. And the extent to which Germany 
has been responsible for Italian conduct in 
recent months Is not a matter of great impor¬ 
tance at this juncture. What a world on ten¬ 
terhooks wants to know, however, Is where 
and when the next move is likely to be made 
by one or both of the two European totali¬ 
tarian states, and what form it Is likely to 
take—or, indeed, It there is to be another 
move. 

Against the uncertainty of this condition 
it the compensating knowledge that the Ger- 
man-Itallan alliance would now be compelled 
to fight at least five powers—three with a 
formidable array of defensive and offensive 
equipment—If it should embark on a new pro¬ 
gram of conquest which In any w*y threat¬ 
en* the political or territorial Integrity of 
either of them.

TTHE UKRAINIAN Soviet So 
1 cialist Republic, one of the 
autonomous soviet republics, on 
January 1, 1933, had a population 
of about 32.000.000, of whom the 
overwhelming majority are Uk 
ranians.

The most famous of the Uk¬ 
raine enterprises is doubtless the 
llonetz eoal basin, claimed to be 
one of the most modern in the 
world. In 191?, 22.800,000 long 
Ions were mined: by 1936 the out¬ 
put had been pushed to nearly 
tnree limes that figure, 68,300,000 
long tons. Alexei Stakhanov, the 
famous introducer of rationalized 
production method* in the Soviet 
Union, was a Donets miner. Other 
important Ukraine industries in- 
elude Jron and steel making, food 
packing and transportation. Its 
railway net is the densest in the 
U.S.S.R., a factor that will play 
a prominent part tn the attack 
and defence should war come to 
this quarter of Europe. 

The Ukrainians themselves are 
a people who came out of Poland 
centuries ago to escape persecu 
tion In the old Pollsh-Llthuanian 
empire that existed prior to the 
partitioning. Their Intense na¬ 
tionalism can probably be traced 
to this heritage, as well as to 
their suffering at the hands of 
the Russian Czars, One of whose 
cardinal principles was always 
the Russification of all non-Rus 
sian peoples within the empire.

A Frenchmen, Edouard Bene- 
dietus, was the man who dropped 
the historic bottle back in 1903. 
The bottle had contained collo- 
d lon wh ich had gradually evapo- 
I a ted until the bottle appeared 
to be empty. ' 

On hitting the floor, the 
ama?ing Benedictus bottle broke 
into pieces but those pieces did 
not scatter. The unnoticed thtn 
layer of collodion on the inside 
of the bottle held the shattered I 
fragments in a firm grip. This 
discovery led lo the belated Bene- 
I dietus patent for safety glass, 
issued in 1914 The patent ol I 
T T. Wood, an Englishman.

Experiments have hardly been 
sufficiently extensive or well- 
controlled to make certain that 
they are correct. 

There Is plenty of evidence, 
however, on the basis of good 
experience, that the people who 
are strong enough to stand a 
persistent indulgence in ice-cold 
baths are strong enough to resist 
almost anything else as well. 
There is no evidence that any 
weak Individual or chronic in¬ 
valid ever developed any remark¬ 
able resistance by this perform¬ 
ance.

It is the most elusive ol vita¬ 
mins — what the experts call 
chemically unstable—and white 
it is found in most abundance in 
cabbage, lettuce, tomatoes, pep¬ 
pers) spinach, radishes, cucum¬ 
bers, onions and citrus fruits, it 
quickly deteriorates when the 
vegetable or fruit is harvested. 
To be sure it is- present, you must 
be sure the food is fresh. 

Health and vigor are promoted 
by vitaihin A. The pigments 
called carotene, found in many 
vegetables, are the sources of 
this important food. An ade¬ 
quate supply, helps to build lip 
resistance to disease, especially 
for children. Asparagus, broc¬ 
coli. cabbage, carrots, celery, 
chard, yellow com, kale* lettuce,

They fix themselves on the sea 
bottom, or on the skeletons of their ancestors, and eat what 
food they can obtain when ocean water passes through their 
bodies.
